NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—A correspondent of 


tho Boston Journal on board tho gunboat 
Jackson, at Ship Island, writes on tho 18th 
ult., as follows: 


Last uight about 10 o'clock a small sail 


boat came down tho Sound with aomo very 
important intelligence. 


The rebels in Fort Morgan revolted, and 


during tho difficulty tho rebel gun bouts in 
Mobile Bay attempted to arrest tho garri- 
son of tho'fort. The whole fort being in 
revolt, and with tho American flag flying, 
they opened on tho rebel gunboats with 
every gun in tho fort. 


Thoy succeeded in driving tho gunboats 


off but wero not on their guara, nnd nt 
night a largo force was sent down from 
Mobile, capturing the whole garrison, ex- 
cepting four men who escaped m the dark- 
ness in a small boat, and came to Ship 
Island, when wo heard for the first time 
tho astounding intelligence. Since then 
we have heard more of the revolt, from 
some additional deserters. Seventy of the 
rovolters are condemned to be shot to-day 
iu MoHile. 


Wo also learn from the deserters that on 


Horn Island, up the Sound, there are eigh- 
teen more deserters from the rebel army in 
and around Mobile, and on Round Island 
there are about fifty deserters from the 
same quarter. Thcso deserters bring the 
very important intelligence that the rebel 
army in nnd around Mobile have organized 
secret societies, determined to fight no 
longer. 


It is said that the movement etartcd 


among the soldiers is daily growing strong- 
er, and many officers are compromised in 
the movement. 


I think this is the most important move- 


ment since tho war, and is most significant 
in favor of the successful termination of 
this war. I am confident that this news 
is true.

FROM MOBILE. 


NEW YOTJK, Feb.' 2.—A correspondent of 


tho Boston Journal on board tho gunboat 
Jackson, at Ship Island, -writes on the 18th 
ult., as follows: 


Last night about 10 o'clock a small sail 


aoat came down tho Sound with some very 
mnortant intelligence. 


The rebels in Fort Morgan revolted, and 


during the difficulty tho'rebel gunboats in 
Mobile Bay attempted to arrest the garri- 
son of the fort. The whole fort being in 
revolt, and with the American flag flying, 
they opened on tho rebel gunboats with 
every gun in the fort. 


They succeeded in driving the gunboats 


off but were not on their guard, and at 
night a large force was sent down from 
Mobile, capturing the whole garrison, er- 
cepting four men who escaped in the dark- 
ness in a small boat, and came to Ship 
Island, when we heard for the first time 
the astounding intelligence. Since 'then 
we have heard more of the revolt, from 
some additional deserters. Seventy of-the 
revolters are condemned to be shot to-day 


Mo'tiile. 
We also learn -from the deserters that on 


Horn Island, up the Sound, there are eigh- 
teen- more deserters from the rebel army in 
and around Mobile, and on Round Island 
there are about" fifty deserters from the 
same quarter. These deserters bring die 
very important intelligence'that the. rebel 
army in and around Mobile have organized 
secret societies, 'determined to fight BO 
longer. 


It is said 'that the movement'started 


among the soldiers is daily growing strong- 
er, and many officers are compromised in 
the movement.

in favor of the successful termination 'of 
this war. I am confident that this news 
is true.
